“And so I propose that we of the 
British Empire in cur joint und ser- 
eral interest do subscribe to the prin- 
ciple of an Empire preference, and 
that we take without delay the steps 
necessary to put it into effective 
operation. 

Time for Action 

“First, we must approve or @aject 
the principle. I put the question defin- 
itely to you and definitely it should be 
answered. There is here no room for 
compromise, and there is no possibility | 
of avoiding the issues. This is a time 
for plain speaking and I speak plainly 
when I say that the day is now at 
hand when the peoples of the Empire 
must decide once and for all whether 
our welfare lies in closer economic 
union or whether it does not. Delay 
is hazardous. Further discussion of 
the principle is surely unnecessary 
The time for action has come 

“Projects other than the one that I 
propose have been placed before jou. 
They have been carefully canvassed by 
our delegation and while we would 
uvoid anything which might savor of 
premature condemnation, we are con- 
strained to state that none of them 
can be accepted by Canada as alter- 
natives at all likely to achieve the 
purpose we have in mind.” 

Premier Bennett went on: “Unt! 
this principle is accepted, it would 
be profitless to discuss the application 
of it im any great detail. I shall how- 
ever outline in a broad way our con- 
ception of the manner in which it 
way be employed and shall qualify 
the generality of my proposal by in-| 
@icating the method of its application. 

Premier Makes Offer 

“I offer to the mother country and 
to all the other parts of the Empire a 
preference in Canadian market in ex- 
change for a like preference iu theirs 
based upon the addition of a wn per- 
centum increase in prevailing general | 
tarifis, or upon tariffs yet to be 
created. In the universal acceptance 
of this offer and in like proposes and 
acceptances by all the other perts of 
the Empire we attain to the ideal of 
Empire preference. 

“I amplify and explain this offer in 
the following ways: in the first place 
the rate I have mentioned cannot be 
uniformly applied. The basis cf the 
proposal is adequate protection to in- 
dustries now existént or yet to be cs- 
tablished. Because of this we must 
censure a certain flexibility in the pre- 
férential tariff, having d to the 
fundamental need for stability in trade 
conditions and we must take account 
revailing preferences as ore 
er than the general one I 


Free Trade Undesirable 

“Tt follows therefore that his pro- 
posed preference should not be con- 
sidered as a step towards Empire free 
trade. In our opinion Empire free 
trade is neither destrable nor possible 
for it would defeat the very purpose 
we are striving to achieve. All that 
is helpful in Empire free trade may 
be secured by Empire preferences. All 
that is harmful may in this way be 
cided 
“Again, it is conceivable that this 
preferential rate should be lower in 
he case of raw products or where the 
Empire supply does not meet the Em- 
pire demand. On the other hand the 
preference may be increased beyond 
ten per centum where that rate 
Telation to the main tariff is inade- 
quate to afford Empire’ goods an ap- 
preciable advantage over those of for- 
eigen countries. It will also be neces- 
sary and proper to determine what 
Empire agencies may be employed to 
ensure the most effective operation 
of the principle. This is a question 
which at the moment I shall nct dis- 
cuss further than to say that foremost 
among those agencies that of our 
ocean transport should be looked upon 
as the rightful cazriers of Empire 
goods. And I see no reason why 
creating additional preferences on

“We Canadians will continue our 
consideration of this great question 
with steadfast earnestness and will 
take all means within our power to 
avoid any conclusions but those most 
likely to lead to helpful and sustained 
Empire co-operation. I know that in 
this the other constituent parts of the 
Empire are like-minded with our- 
selves, and that to this proposal and 
to the anxious deliberations incident 
to its thorough canvass. they will 
bring the best will and the most skill- 
ful advice. For to you as to us it must 
be plain that we dare not fail. I have 
said that the time is now at hand 
when the doctrine of closer Empire 
economic association must be em- 
braced if we would not have it slip 
for ever beyond our powers of recall. 
Once gone it were vain to suppose 
that lesser existing Empire agree- 
ments will long outlive it. And that 
being so, the day will come when we 
must fight in the markets of the Em-

Finance Committee Asks 
for Report on 


® 
Resolution 

Greater control of the Edmonton 
Exhibition Association by the city, es- 
ogg Fe regard to financial opera- 
tions, sought in a series of resolu- 
tions which were presented to the city 
finance committee Tuesday afternoon 
by Ald. Herb. Baker After considerable 
resolutions to the city commissioners 
rsolutions to the city commissioners 
for consideration and report. 

In introducing his resolutions, Ald 
Baker charged that the city, under it: 
present agreement with the Assocla- 
tion, was responsible for any indebt- 
edness the latter might incur. In 1929 
he declared, the Assoc'ation becam?: 
indebted for certain expenditures 
which were never authorized by thc 
city council, and also failed to make 
up its deficit of that year, retaining 
the money. 

Vital Moves 

To remedy present. evils which he 
held existed, Aldd. Baker moved that: 

“Proper steps be taken for the rati- 
fication by council of the action of 
the Association in retaining the sai¢c 
moneys. 

“So long as the city is the guaran- 
tor, it shall have complete financia’ 
control of the operations of the As- 
sociation. 

“Minutes of all meetings of the di- 
rectors and the executive be furnishec 
to the commissioners and council. 

“In the event of @ casual vacancy 
occurring among the board of direc- 
tors, that vacancy shall be filled by 
the city council and not by the exec- 
utive of the Association. 

“At least two members of the city 
council shall at all times be members 
of the executive.” 

Sum ts $9,000 

The money referred to in the firs’ 
part of Ald. Baker's resolutions is 
the $9,000 borrowed by the Associa- 
tion in 1929 from the city and should 
have been paid back this year. 

Ald. Gibbs defended the Associa- 
tion, declaring that if anyone should 
be blamed it was the mayor of 1929 
A. U. G. Bury, who had written t¢ 
Percy Abbott, the managing director 
author'zing the temporary retention 
of the money the Association owed tc 
the city. 

Deputy Mayor J.T.J. Collisson took 
a s'milar stand and thought the As- 
sociation was certainly entitled to be- 
lieve that any authorization received 
in writ'ng from the mayor had gone 
through the proper channels. 

Verbal tilts between Deputy Mayor 
Collisson and Ald. Herbert Baker en- 
livened the proceedings 

Alderman spaker said that he wished 
the association divested of any au- 
thority to borrow money, save until 
such loans had been approved by the 
city commissioners. 

Deputy Mayor Collisson—Do 
want the association to submit the es- 
timates for both the spring and sum- 
mer shows to the commissioners? 

Alderman Baker—No.
